A lump of coal will life 
for centuries unaffected in contact with 
oxygen, but, the combustion once start- 
ed, the process continues as long as 
there are elements t'i combine."

THE ',/£NPBET FATtM. 


The first var-a visited yesterday was 


that of James B. Winfrey, about a 
mile east of towa. He has 65 acres in 
alfalfa, and eleven laborers are em- 
ployed in bar,-. =ting the fl.st crop, 
which is above average in yield and 
quality. Mr. Winfrey estimates that 
he will put up 250 tons this year, most 
most of which will bs sold to cattle- 
men who feed it out at his farm, which 
is well equipped for feeding stock. 
He also has ten acres in wheat, which 
will turn out a splendid crop. Two 
acres of potatoes are doing well, and 
when dug will be sold to shippers. 


LOWER WINFREY. RANCH. 


The lower farm, owned and con- 


ducted by Edward Winfrey, sou of 
James B. Winfrey, contains 160 acres, 
sixty of which are planted to wheat. 
This wheat, like all the writer saw in 
the neighborhood of Reno, will yield a 
splendid crop. 


G, w. ROBINSON'S RANCH. 


The Robinson farm, owned by George 


W. Robinson, contains sixty acres of 
hay land, principally sown in alfalfa, 
Mr. Robinson has just finished putting 
up thu first crop of about ninety tons. 
He has no grain this season, but will 
plant some next year, aa he haa gener- 
ally made a practice ot raising wheat 
in the past. Two acres of onions and 
two of potatoes are flourishing, nearly 
all of which will be sold to eastern and 
western buyers. 


JOHN 
HAM. 


John Ham will h-irveat this year 


about 150 tons of hay, providing the 
water supply does riot run short on the 
second crop. The tirst crop is above 
averse. Ue ui& eighty acres in tim- 
othy, ulfalfa und miiei izrass, and fif- 
teen acres in first class wheat. Like 
nil the farmers, he is somewhat uncer- 
tain concerning the second (my crop, 
aa the water supply may run short. 
Mr. Ham is 01 the opinion that there 
will be a sufficiency of water if the 
f-irm«rs use it with discretion. 


THE MART WALL FARM. 


Over 400 tons of hay will be put up 


oil the ranch this season. The first 
crop will bo in the neighborhood of 
300 tons. 
Eight men compose the 


harvesting crew and the work lasts 
ftbout one month. Miss Wall com- 
menced baying about a week ago, and 
reports the first crop as good, if not 
better, than that of last year. Bailey, 
t h a Pitt River cattle king, has nego- 
tiated to buy the entire crop and will 
fcvd at the ranch. Miss Wall has ex- 
ceptional facilities for irrigation, own- 
ing R private ditch which draws water 
from the river. She conducts a butter 
dairy of thirteen cows, sending the 
milk to Gould's creamery to be sop- 
uiv.ted. 
These thirteen cows, says 


Miss Wall, bring her at least $40 per 
month. 


J, o. SESSIONS. 


Ttiio farm consists of 140 acres of 


Und, 90 of which are devoted to hay, 
tlio annual crop being about 250 tons. 
Two weeks ure usually occupied in

with a crew of ten men, und reports 
his first crop as befnsj us- fe-ooti, if not 
butter than it was List your.

made in agriculture and dairying. He 
is particularly careful in harvesting 
his hay, whieh is uniform in quality 
and as good aa can be found in tha 
valley.

One bandied tons of hay will be 


harvested on this Glendale farm, prin- 
cipally alfalfa and timothy, with gome 
redtop. Of the 180 acres in the ranch, 
45 aores are in wheat and 20 iu oats. 
Four acres are devoted to onions and 
15 to potatoes, which will be shipped 
to eastern markets. 
A fine dairy of 


14 cows is owned by Mr. Rice, who de- 
livers his milk to the Syracuse Cheese 
Factory, Reno. His milk analyses 4.20 
per cent batter fat, the best milk 
handled by the factory. He has just 
finished harvesting the flr,:t crop.

The Indians had their usual Fourth 


of July dance, lasting a week. Ths 
plan was when the dance broke up 
Friday morning, to seize and forcibly 
ejeot from the reservation, the same 
girla over whom the trouble was oa 
April 17thr last, together with one or 
two others. The agent was not to be 
known in the affair, but fortunately 
we learned of the whole plan before- 
hand. The agent, bis wife aud daugh- 
ter had held their councils with a few 
of the worst Indians and laid the 
whole plan. 
The proposed victims 


knew of it also aad during the dance 
Friday uight, fled from the camp and 
were soon eafe in tho school where 
hey have remained since. A number 
of Indians were there with the iuteu- 
lon of flghUag for the protection of 
;he girls. 
Had 
any attempt 
been 


made to carry out the plans, serious 
rouble would have followed. Have 
einoe learned to my satisfaction that 
:he plan was only entered into relnc- 
antly by the Indians who were only 
;oo glad that it failed. 


There is not tha slightest danger of 
hese Indians making trouble, unless 
noited 
by the whites. Just before 


school closed a fourth nUpmpt was 
made to burn the school building, 
fanuary 1st, lasf, a fire was started in 
ihe kitchen by two little girls. It was

Fo 
these reasons he is compelled to kill hi 
game when once it is flushed or beeom 
himself a victim. In tne fall of the yea 
these marsh hogs are fat, and their fles
